Steam vessels built numbered 
322 of 135,000 tons, compared with 283 
of 75,700 tons for the previous year. 
Steel as chief material of construction 
has increased to 106,900 tons, from 47,-

three-fourths of the steel tonnage was 
built on the great lakes. The tonnage
